1965. - - In this Ministry s Notifica 
tion No . 889, dated 23rd April , 1962 published in Part I, Sec 
tion 3 of the Gazette of India , dated Sth May , 1962, the 
following amendments may be made : 
( 1 ) Fur the existing para 7 substitute the following : 

* 7. Age limit 
( a ) A candidate must have attained the age of 20 years 

and must not have attained thc age of 25 years on 
the first day of August of the year in which thc 

examination is held . 
( b ) The upper age-limit mentioned at ( a ) above will be 

relaxable up to 30 years in case of the following : 
( i ) A candidate who holds substantively a perma 

nept post under the Engincer -in -Chief , Army 
Hqrs. This relaxation will not be admissible to 
a probationer appointed against a permanent post 
in the Department during the period of his 

probation ; 
( 11 ) A candidate who has been continuously in tem 

porary service under the Fngineer - in - Chief, Army 

Headquarters for at least 3 years .
